Whether SuiTutt was in tho city on 


tho day of Lincoln's assassination will 
probably never bo positively known. 
During his trial ho attempted to prove 
that he was in Eluiira, N. Y., doing 
special service for tho Confederacy, raid 
tho proof which ho furnished was suffi- 
cient to convince 8 out of the 12 jurors 
that ho was not present and took uo 
part in tho plot. Surratt claimed to have 
first learned of tho murder on the morn- 
ing following tho assussiuatiou from the 
newspapers while iu Elmira and on the 
next morning, while cu route to New 
York city, of his suspected complicity 
in the plot. 
Ho fled immediately to 


Canada, whore ho remained concealed 
by Catholic priests for nearly five 
mouths. 
Leaving Canada, he wont to 


Englaiid,vtJ>cnce to Paris, und thence to 
Rome, where, under tho uamo of Vr';;t- 
sou, he enlisted in tho zouaves of the 
pope.

who betrayed him.

THE RIVER AND 
HARBOR BILL. 


Some anxiety regarding the fate of 


the Kiver and Harbor bill passed by 
Congress and now in the bands of the 
President, is felt by its friends in 
Washington, It appropriates $76,773,- 
610 from the pnblic treasury at a time 
when the country is being mortgaged 
for gold every 
time 
the reserve 


get* below $100,000,000. 
This is cer 


talnly extravagant. 
It is therefore 


probable that the bill will be vetoed. 
President Arthur vetoed a rivei and 
harbor bill when the amount was not 
much over one-foarth of the prese 
appropriation. In bis veto message in 
1882 President Arthur said: 


" Appropriations of this nature, to be 


devoted purely to local objects, tend to 
an increase in number and in amount. 
As the citizens of one State find that 
money to raise which they, in common 
*ith the whole country, are taxed is to 
be expended for local improvements in 
another State they demand similar 
benefits for themselves, and it is not 
unnatural tnat luey should seek to in- 
demnify themselves for such use of the 
pnblic funds by securing appropria- 
tions for similar improvements in their 
own neighborhood. Thus as the bill 
becomes more objectionable it secures 
more support. This result is invariable 
and necessarily follows a neglect to ob- 
eerve the constitutional limitations im- 
posed upon the lawmaking power. The 
appropriations for river and harbor im- 
provements have, under the influence 
to which I have alluded, increased year 
by year out of proportion to the pro- 
gress of the country, great as that has 
been. In 1870 the aggregate appropria- 
tion was $3,975,900; in 1875, $6,618,517; 
in 1880, $8,970,500; in 1881, $11,451,000; 
while by the present act there is ap- 
propriated $18,743,875." 


When that message was written, 


though the population of the tountiy 
was much less than it is to-day, theie 
•was more money in the hands of the 
people. National banks were opened 
in every town of a few thousand in- 
•habitants and increased the circulating 
medium materially, and 2,000,000 silver 
dollars were coined monthly. Though 
the Government could have issued the 
money direct at less cost to the people 
than National bank notes, the volume 
of money was being steadily increased 
aad as the gold men had not established 
the single standard debts, public and 
private, could be paid in any kind of 
legal tender money. Now, when the 
adoption of the gold standard has l 
duced the money of ultimate redemp- 
tion to about $5 per capita the river and 
harbor bill carries over $76,000,000. The 
interior States which derive no benefit 
whatever from this vast appropnation 
of public funds could not got a few 
thousand dollars appropriated for pub- 
lic buildings, though they have to pay 
their proportion of the river and harbor 
bill. 
Colorado, Utah, Idaho, Montana 


and Nevada are not in favor with Mr. 
Reed's Congress and they get nothing. 


TELLER TOR 
PRESIDENT. 


The movement to secure the nomina- 


tion of Senator Henry M. Teller of 
Colorado for President by the Silvei 
men of the Democratic National Con- 
vention at Chicago is a subject of gen- 
eral comment in the East. The Silver 
Democrats generally tnink well of the 
proposition, but the Republicans do 
not like it. The latter fear that if 
Teller is nominated he will carry the 
South and West and it will devolve 
upon the eastern gold men to defeat 
him if they can. 


Hie nomination by the Silver men at 


Chicago would give the gold men a 
good pretext for bolting, bat as they 
will bolt any way, if they do not con- 
trol the convention, and will not sup- 
port a Silver candidate, that will not 
matter much. The silver question is 
now conceded to be the paramount 
issue in the United States, It is dis- 
cussed everywhere. The efforts of the 
gold men and place hunters to relegate 
it to the rear are unavailing. Like 
Banquo's ghost, it will not down. The 
people whose property has depreciated 
fully fifty per cent while their debts 
increase proportionately 
under the 


gold standard, are for free coinage and, 
if 
united, will, beyond reasonable 


doubt, elect a Congress that will pass e. 
bill opening the mints to silver as well 
as gold, and a President who will ap- 
prove the bill.

tated «t St LoiiU— Several Hundred 
tiies Ivost— A Uolling Mill Demol- 
ished Hurt a Man Killed in Pcnnsyl- 
timilu. 
The most death-dealing uud destruct- 


ive cjclono yet heard of struck St. 
Louis :iiid plowed a path through a 
section of the city leaving death and 
desolation in its n ake. It crossed the 
Mississippi destroying several fateam- 
ers, demolished the suprstroctnro of 
the east end of tha Eads bridge and 
wi ought havoc iu East St. Louis on 
the Illinois side of tho river. 


In the wake of the cyclone fires broke 


out and the flames added to the hor- 
rors of the scene. The fire department 
was almost powerless, but a heavy rain 
prevented the spreading of the fires. 
The path of tb/3 cyclone was from the 
southwest and the greatest destruction 
was near the river on tho west side, on 
the river and at East St. Louis. Steam- 
soats were crushed and the solid 
masonry and iron work on the eastern 
end of the Bads bridge were torn apart 
as if they were paper 
The convention 


iall in St. Louis was unroofed and the 
building greatly damaged, but not de- 
molished. Many prominent buildings 
were destroyed, some wholly and others 


Tho death list in St. Louis is esti- 


mated at over 200, and in East St. 
Louis 200 lives weielost. The loss of 
property is not known but is estimated 
at from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000. 


Cyclones also struck a number of 


towns and villages outside of St. Louis 
.n Missouri and also in Illinois. 


At New Madrid several persons were 


tilled and houses were demolished and 
a number of people killed at Riohview, 
Boyd, Ashley, Dix and Mexico. 


In Illinois, outside of East St. Louis, 


the towns of Kewanee and Vandalia 
wore partially demolished and over 100 
persons killed and the village of New 
Baden destroyed and 36 lives lost. 


The damage to farms and the loss of 


.ife ia the country is not yet known, 
aut the total number of deaths in 
[llinois and Missouri will piobably 
reach COO, and the loss of property $30,- 
000,000 or .$40,000,000. 


The tornados are extending east of 


the Ohio. Columbia, a village in Penn- 
sylvania, was visited by one yesterday 
and tho rolling mill leveled to the 
ground and one man killed. 


For some cause which meteorologists 


have not yet been able to discover tor- 
nadoes are of almost daily occurrence 
this year. They have always, since the 
settlement of the country by the whites, 
been prevalent in the ^Mississippi Val- 
ley, 
but this year there are more of 


them than usual and they extend from 
Texaa north to Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, and east through Indiana, 
Michigan and Ohio to Pennsylvania. 
As cities and villages lay in their paths 
they are very destructive to both life 
and property. This renders the local- 
ities in which cyclones prevail very 
undesirable places to live in as one is 
liable to destroy cities, villages and 
farm houses and their inhabitants 
without a moment's notice. 


The so-called arid States, after all, 


are not so undesirable and henceforth 
will be better appreciated by the resi- 
dents of the tornado-stricken States.
